WESTCOUNTRY born producer, songwriter and 
musician Chris Anderson has recently returned to 
his roots after taking a break from his glittering 
career in the music industry. 

Having grown up in Lyme Regis, studying A 
Level music and completing his piano grades at 
the Woodroffe School, Chris went on to work with 
the likes of Cher, Tina Turner and Kylie Minogue. 

After graduating from the Gateway School of 
Music Recording, Chris joined the team that was 
to become Metro, where in 1996 he worked on 
Cher's multi platinum award winning track'Be¬ 
lieve'. 

Chris went on to work with a host of stars and in 
2001 became one of the first recipients of the 
British Academy of Composers and Songwriters - 
'Universal'Chart Newcomers Award. 

In Europe Chris co-wrote and produced the 
debut single for 2002 Spanish 'Pop Idol' finalist 
Chenoa and in 2003 Chris had a song recorded by 
the winner of French 'Pop Idol'. 

In recent times Chris has been setting up inde¬ 
pendently, spending his time working between 
London and West Dorset. His most recent release 
was a track on the charity'Help for Heroes'single 
'We Will Remember Them'. 


■ WHO are the biggest artists you've worked with? 

The three biggest are Cher, Tina Turner and Lionel 
Richie. I’ve worked with a few other people as well. I 
played keyboards on an Enrique Iglesias track and I’ve 
worked with Belinda Carlisle and Kylie Minogue. 

■ WHO were the nicest to work with? 

Lionel Richie is really nice and down to earth. Kylie 
Minogue was really lovely as well. You tend to find the 
ones who have got the genuine talent are the nicest to 
work with, because they haven’t got anything to prove. 
The ones who come through the door from fame school 
who’ve got too little talent and too much confidence are 
the ones who are difficult. 

■ WHAT are the secrets to a perfect pop song? 

It’s got to have the standard pop song structure. It’s like 
the old saying goes, ‘Don’t bore us, get to the chorus’. 
Also it has to be melodic, something you can imagine the 
postman whistling, something people can latch on to. 
Lyrically, if someone can really relate to a song, even if 
you a misreading what the song is written about, that’s 
what makes a really strong song. 

■ ARE there any songwriters that inspire you? 



All the writers involved in Motown, Burt Bacharach, 
Lennon and McCartney. It’s not cool sometimes to say 
you like The Beatles but the bottom line is they were phe¬ 
nomenal writers and they did what they did and, no mat¬ 
ter what anyone else does, they can never change that. 


■ DO you thinkthe digital age has ruined the music 
industry? 

The industry is in a very bad state now because of all the 
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illegal downloads. Kids don’t see the value to music any¬ 
more. I’ve had a bit of a sabbatical recently but I think I 
got out at a time when the industry was starting to nose 
dive anyway. I’ve known so many people who used to 
make a living from writing and producing music and 
aren’t anymore. 

■ WHAT would be your top tip for getting into the 
music industry? 

Never sign anything without some legal representation. 
If you’re under the musician’s union, it doesn’t have to 
cost you a fortune to get. That’s first and foremost, be¬ 
cause it’s not until five years down the line when you’ve 
signed a contract and you’ve learnt a bit down the indus¬ 
try that you realise you’ve been stitched up. It happens a 
lot. 

■ WHAT do you make of TV talent shows? 

They are ok, but to a certain extent they are killing music 
and making it much harder for new songwriters, as if it 
isn’t hard enough already. Most of the shows are playing 
covers until you actually get the winner and they release 
an album, and even then they sometimes record songs 
from the old American songbook. 

■ WHAT'S the one pop song you wished you'd writ¬ 
ten? 

I play piano for weddings and events and I always ask 
people this question and they can never pinpoint one 
song. It’s tough because there are loads but one song that 
was very innovative at the time was “When Doves Cry” 
by Prince.

roadworks! 

WEYMOUTH is enduring another road¬ 
works body blow as drivers struggle to 
cope with traffic chaos surrounding 
the closure of the A354 Weymouth 
Way. 

There are still 11 days to go before 
emergency work can be completed to 
stop a leak in a gas main which sup¬ 
plies the whole of Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

In the meantime drivers must thread 
their way along a diversion route 
through the heart of the town because 
the main road artery to Dorchester is 
shut between Chafeys Roundabout 
and Manor Roundabout close to Mor¬ 
risons supermarket. 

Workers from Southern Gas Net¬ 
works have been tackling the problem 
for weeks and say the road must be 
completely shut to enable their staff to 
properly tackle the medium pressure 
main which is five metres (16ft) down 
and requires a specialist repair team. 

Diversion signs are in place and the 
diversion route runs from Chafeys 
Roundabout along Weymouth Way to 
Westham then over the Swannery 
Bridge to Kings Crossroads, down King 
Street to the Esplanade and along 
Dorchester Road to Manor Round¬ 
about. 

The reverse route applies for drivers 
coming from the Dorchester side and 
it takes traffic down Dorchester Road, 
around Westerhall Road and Greenhill, 
on to the Esplanade and through. 
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Council staff will'pull together' 
to cope with Olympic Games

“We met five members of the 
film selection panel who were 
very complimentary about the 
project. They said it had really put 
Weymouth on the map.” 

The Olympic-related drama fea¬ 
tures King George III in a race 
against time and a race through 
time to save the 2012 sailing 
events. 

Assistant headteacher Craig 
Holloway whose class made the 
film said: “I love this film and the 
children loved making it even 
more. It means so much to all of 
them and will be one of those life 
changing moments in a child’s 
life.” 

Ten-year-old Lucy, one of the 
Year Five production team added: 
“It was an awesome experience to 


be involved. I am really grateful to 
have had the chance.” 

Mrs Hayden said Dorchester ARTS 
was planning a number of other 
Olympic-themed films with local 
schools over the coming months. 

The King George film was lottery 
funded through the National Film 
Council’s First Light initiative and 
can be viewed at www.firstlight 
online.co.uk/movies/the-sadness-of- 
king-george. 
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partnership with West Dorset coun¬ 
cil meant there was an overall pool 
of 700 staff instead of just 350 for 
Weymouth and Portland. 

This will enable resources to be de¬ 
ployed not just for the Olympics but 
to ensure core services are delivered 
as well, he said. 

Key issues include waste collec¬ 
tion and Mr Stuart said that, while 
no problems are anticipated with 
routine collections, services might 
not be as reliable because of the im¬ 
pact of road closures, extra traffic 
and extra waste although any diffi¬ 
culty was likely to be temporary and 
locally focussed. 

Environmental health, licensing, 
leisure and events and customer 
services will almost exclusively 
focus on supporting Olympic related 
activity, he said, adding that “regular 
August service users will see re¬ 
duced support in these areas”. 

He also said there was some con¬ 
cern that more people would present 
themselves as homeless during 
Games time, but there was presently 
no clear evidence to support this. 

Mr Stuart added that analysis of re¬ 
sources had concluded “that, in ex¬ 
change for a drop in service 
performance, between 100-150 staff 
could be made available to support 


Olympic delivery should demand 
dictate. 

“These staff have transferrable 
skills that will be useful in many 
areas such as revenues and benefits 
staff might support customer serv¬ 
ices and enforcement staff support 
those in licensing.” 

Staff have also been told that an¬ 
nual leave during the four weeks 
leading up to and during the 
Olympics period will be restricted 
and that flexible arrangements will 
be introduced to take annual leave 
during the second half of August and 
at other times. 

Councillor Ray Banham urged 
concern for council staff particularly 
as they are already having to cope 
with partnership work with West 
Dorset while Councillor Paul Kim- 
ber suggested a creche facility and 
perhaps bringing retired staff back to 
work for a short period. 

Chairman Councillor Simon 
Bowkett said: “Personally my ap¬ 
petite for a drop in services is not 
very high and I certainly would not 
want someone to be denied their 
benefits just because the Olympics 
are here.” 

Councillor Jane Hall said: “This is 
going to be a once in a lifetime event 
and I think we should all pull to¬ 
gether.”

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Letwin broke the law 


WEST Dorset MP Oliver Letwin broke the law when 
he dumped sensitive official documents in a park bin, a 
watchdog has found. 

The Information Commissioner Christopher Graham 
issued a stern warning to him. 

He told Mr Letwin that if he carelessly throws away 
letters in future he faces formal enforcement action. 

Mr Letwin has now signed a written commitment 
pledging to dispose of his files in a secure manner. 

Mr Graham said: “Constituents entrust their Member 
of Parliament with all sorts of personal information and 
should never expect the details of the concerns they've 
raised in confidence to end up in a park bin for anyone 
to see. 

“It is clear that Mr Letwin has learned from this inci¬ 
dent and we're pleased that he has co-operated fully. 

“It is fortunate that most of the information he dis¬ 
carded was not of a particularly sensitive nature and was 
therefore unlikely to cause substantial distress to his 
constituents.” 

A spokesman for the Cabinet office Minister said: “Mr 
Letwin has signed an undertaking with the Information 
Commissioner’s Office and will dispose of documents 
containing personal data in a secure manner. He has 
apologised to affected constituents.” 

But Mr Graham warned him not to dump any more 
sensitive documents. 

“If we receive any further reports or complaints about 
Mr Letwin’s conduct in this area then we will consider 
taking more formal action. 

“I’m sure this case will also prompt other MPs to re¬ 
view their handling of personal data to ensure they’re 
doing all they can to keep it secure.” 

Mr Letwin apologised last month after it emerged he 
had disposed of papers in a bin at St James's Park, near 
Downing Street, on five separate occasions. 

He was photographed by the Daily Mirror, which 
claimed he had dumped more than 100 papers dating 
from July 2010 to September 2011, including docu¬ 
ments containing constituents’ private details and five 
Intelligence and Security Committee (ISC) letters. 


Labour MPs immediately called for an investigation 
into whether Mr Letwin’s behaviour may have compro¬ 
mised national security. 

But the Cabinet Office said Sir Gus O'Donnell, the 
head of the civil service, had spoken to Mr Letwin about 
the claims and he had been given a “personal assurance” 
that this was not the case. 

“The cabinet secretary has looked into this and is con¬ 
tent that no classified government documents were dis¬ 
posed of in this way,” a spokeswoman for the 
department said. 

Mr Letwin said he had been used to dealing with cor¬ 
respondence in St James's Park early in the morning be¬ 
fore going to his office but maintained no sensitive 
documents had been involved. He has apologised to 
constituents who felt offended by his actions. 

No 10 has said Mr Letwin’s actions were “not sensi¬ 
ble” and he would not be repeating them.

Torchlight 
walks to 
search for 
otters

A SERIES of walks will be held 
through November to look for that 
beautiful but elusive mammal, the 

otter. 

The walks are being organised by the 
RSPB at Weymouth Wetlands and staff 
and volunteers will lead small parties 
around the Radipole Lake reserve every 
Wednesday evening from 6pm-8pm start¬ 
ing from the Swannery car park visitor 
centre. 

They will be looking for signs of otter 
such as spraint and prints as well as hop¬ 
ing for a torchlight view of the animal it¬ 
self. 

RSPB Weymouth Wetlands information 
officer Luke Phillips will be leading the 
walks along with Wild about Weymouth 
and Portland project officer Tom Clarke. 

Luke said: “It will be getting dark earlier 
through November so these out of hours 
walks are people’s best chance to see 
these nocturnal creatures. 

“We’ll be keeping our ears open too be¬ 
cause otters can be quite noisy, with lots 
of loud snuffling and splashing. We think 
we have at least three otters at Radipole 
Lake.” 

Otters were in decline in Dorset about 
30 years ago due to persecution and loss 
of habitat. Since then, they have made a 
steady recovery and were known to be on 
every major river system in Dorset except 
the River Wey, which runs through the re¬ 
serve. 

An otter was first spotted on the site in 
2001 but, since a major restoration project 



to revitalise the reserve was completed last 
winter, there have been much more fre¬ 
quent sightings. 

Experts believe the otters’ return is be¬ 
cause of natural expansion and the fact that 
the restoration of the reserve has improved 
water quality and increased the supply of 
small fish and eels that otters eat. 

There is also evidence that they might be 
breeding at Weymouth Wetlands with 
night camera footage taken earlier this year 
showing two young otters which are likely 
to be siblings. 

Luke added: “We’ll be taking people to 
some parts of the reserve where we know 
otters have been seen on a fairly regular 
basis. 

“It’s been a year since the improvements 
were completed so we also want to use the 
walks as a sort of mini survey to find out 
how the otters are using the new and re¬ 
stored ditches and waterways. It will be 
quite an adventure for all of us.” 

The Wednesday evening otter walks are 
open to all but booking is essential and 
there is a small charge which will go to¬ 
wards further conservation work. 

Those who want more information or 
wish to book a place can call in at the 
RSPB Weymouth Wetlands visitor centre 
in the Swannery car park or phone them on 
01305 778313. Those joining a walk 
should bring a torch.

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'Outstanding'care at school 

A WEYMOUTH special school offers outstanding care, 
guidance and support according to a recent OFSTED re¬ 
port. 

Wyvern School, which caters for 74 pupils aged three 
to 19 years, was judged as a good school with a clear 
record of improvement since their last inspection as 
well as clear priorities for further improvement. 

The school, which educates pupils with complex 
learning difficulties and autism, was praised for its out¬ 
standing board of governors and the headteacher's 
"patent sense of purpose and direction". 

The OFSTED report quoted one parent as saying: "We 
have been very impressed with Wyvern. The staff liter¬ 
ally go the extra mile, even bringing things round home 
you have forgotten. The school always puts children 
first." 

The extent to which pupils feel safe, their behaviour, 
the school's engagement with parents and carers and 
safeguarding were all also rated as outstanding. 
The report follows an inspection in mid-October which 
included observing lessons, holding meetings with the 
school council and talking to parents, carers, governors, 
therapists and staff. 

Inspectors found that pupils made good progress 
through the school because planning and resourcing 
were good while children quickly developed independ¬ 
ence in their learning. 

The inspectors said they felt there was "an intensive 
and highly successful focus on keeping pupils safe and 
secure"and that the feeling of security was reflected in 
pupils'excellent behaviour. 

Pupils also take up a wide range of responsibilities as 
they grow older and make a good contribution to the 
school community, they said. 

Headteacher Sue Hoxey said: "We are extremely 
pleased to hear such positive feedback from the inspec¬ 
tors. The school provides an excellent education for 
pupils with a wide range of learning difficulties and we 
are extremely proud of what they achieve every day, 
thanks to the fantastic hard work and dedication of all 
of our staff. 

"We have taken note of the areas for improvement 
and feel that they are a natural progression of the ad¬ 
vances that we have made over recent years." 


Planning for safer communities 


INFORMATION that could save the 
lives of residents and their families will 
be handed out at a special exhibition in 
Weymouth. 

Between November 28th and Decem¬ 
ber 2nd Weymouth & Portland Borough 
Council, West Dorset District Council, 
Dorset Police, Dorset Fire & Rescue, the 
Environment Agency and the British 
Red Cross will be holding a “Safer Com¬ 
munities” exhibition at Weymouth Li¬ 
brary. 

The exhibition will be open during the 
library opening times and on Thursday, 
December 1st members of the different 
organisations will be on hand to answer 
questions and give advice. 

Geoff Petherick, Community Safety 
Briefholder for Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council said: “We’re really 
pleased to be working with all the organ¬ 
isations to promote the idea of safer 


communities. Not only does taking sim¬ 
ple precautions and preparations help 
prevent emergencies, it can also help us 
cope if the emergency happens. The ex¬ 
hibition will give people practical advice 
about staying safe and making their 
communities more resilient.” 

Sarah Moore from the Dorset Fire and 
Rescue Community Safety Team added: 
“An “accidental dwelling fire” is a pre¬ 
ventable fire in your home. In 2010 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Service attended 
460 of these fires which could have been 
avoided if people were more aware of 
basic fire safety at home. Being alert to 
the dangers of fire and taking steps to 
avoid it could help save the lives of you 
and your family.” 

During the week the Red Cross will be 
running a number of short emergency 
first aid sessions. Sara Hodges, Commu¬ 
nity First Aid and Resilience officer said: 


“Even the act of turning someone who is 
unconscious on their side and tilting the 
head back to open the airway can save 
their life. At the exhibition we will be 
giving people advice about what they 
can do to protect themselves and those 
around them.” 

One of the best ways of preparing for 
an emergency is to have a personal or 
community plan. Nick Reed from the 
Environment Agency’s Flood Incident 
Management Team commented: “One of 
the ways we encourage people to pre¬ 
pare to cope with flooding is to produce 
a personal flood plan. This is a way of 
listing the actions you need to take to 
help protect yourself, your possessions 
and your property. It also encourages 
you to make a list of all your important 
contact numbers so that they are in¬ 
stantly at hand. 

“The logical progression of a personal 


flood plan is to produce a community 
flood plan. This looks at how a commu¬ 
nity can take steps to help each other. At 
its heart a community flood plan in¬ 
volves people looking at what and who 
is at risk in their community and how the 
community can help these people. It’s 
not about replacing the emergency serv¬ 
ices, it’s about complementing them. 

Dorset Police will be taking part in the 
exhibition promoting the neighbourhood 
and home watch scheme. Development 
Officer Elaine Ryan said: “Neighbour¬ 
hood and Home Watch is based around 
the idea of an active community working 
in partnership with the police and other 
agencies. At is most basic level it con¬ 
sists of a group of like-minded neigh¬ 
bours getting together to help reduce 
crime and make their communities 
safer.” 


Lights will switch off at night to save costs 


CHANGES to night-time street lighting 
aimed at reducing Dorset County 
Council’s energy costs and carbon 
emissions will begin in Weymouth and 
Portland on Monday November 21st. 

SSE Contracting, the county council’s 
street lighting partner, will begin con¬ 
verting 5,100 lights in Weymouth, Port¬ 
land and Chickerell to switch off 
overnight between 12 midnight and 
5.30am GMT (lam and 6.30am BST). 
The lights will only switch back on 
again in the morning if it is still dark. 


It is expected to take eight to 10 
weeks to make the changes which in¬ 
volve adding a special light sensor to 
the lamps in nearly all of the borough’s 
residential roads. 

Around 2,800 street lights will remain 
lit all night where there are significant 
concerns over road safety and crime, 
including those on main roads, within 
the town centre and on roads with 
speed humps. 

Roads in Weymouth and Portland that 
have yet to have their lights replaced as 


part of the county council’s ongoing 
county-wide replacement programme 
with SSE Contracting will be converted 
to part-night lighting as and when they 
are replaced. 

The county council has agreed to pur¬ 
sue a programme of part-night street 
lighting in residential areas across 
Dorset as part of its plans to save £55m 
over three years. 

Part-night lighting has recently been 
introduced to residential streets in 
Dorchester having previously been tri¬ 


alled in rural areas including Char- 
mouth and the Piddle Valley. 

These changes will be extended to all 
towns and villages across the county 
council area over the next two years. 
Town and parish councils have been 
asked for their views on which streets 
should remain lit all night when the 
changes come into place.

THERE can be little obvious connection 
between football and those who gave their 
lives for their country. 

Yet a huge row developed over the Eng¬ 
land and Wales teams wanting to wear 
poppies as a mark of respect during 
friendly games ahead of Remembrance 
Sunday. 

Inevitably football’s world governing 
body FIFA tried to give the whole idea not

WE now have a rough idea of how the 
Olympic torch is going to make its tri¬ 
umphal passage through the streets of 
Weymouth and Portland en route to the 
2012 Games in London. 

I’m sure that many people would like 
to catch a glimpse of this sporting icon, 
so I enclose a few notes here to shed a 
little light on the torch and to help peo¬ 
ple arrange their diaries. 

Believe it or not, Carl Diem devised 
the idea of the torch relay for the 1936 
Olympics in Berlin which were organ- 


a red poppy but a red card because it 
claimed poppies would “jeopardise the 
neutrality of football” by breaching its de¬ 
cree that shirts should not carry political, 
religious or commercial messages. 

FIFA’s stance attracted a storm of 
protest including comments from Ger¬ 
many in support of what England and 
Wales were trying to do not to mention 


ised by the Nazis under the guidance of 
Joseph Goebbels, so let us all hope that 
Weymouth and Portland’s handling of its 
share of the 2012 route can match Ger¬ 
man efficiency. 

By far and away the best chance of 
seeing the torch on July 12 th -13 th , 2012, 
will be anywhere in the town centre area 
where drivers won’t be distracted from 
enjoying the spectacle by anything so 
mundane as forward progress. 

Other promising viewpoints include 
the Nothe Gardens - if you can get a 


anger right across the country including 
Weymouth and Portland that it was an¬ 
other unwelcome example of political 
correctness. 

I’m bound to say that FIFA’s insensitive 
remarks bear close resemblance to the 
constant interference we have to endure 
from EU chiefs who also feel that their 
rules are the only ones that matter.

Joe Dunthorne for Open 
Book Festival appearance 

The "Submarine" writer talks to View 2 about his debut 
novel ' his latest book Wild Abandon and visiting Bridport 


HIGHLY acclaimed writer Joe Dunthorne will visit Bridport next week 
to read from his latest book and to introduce the feature film adapta¬ 
tion of his first novel. 

Joe shot to fame with his debut novel" Submarine ", which was long- 
listed for the Dylan Thomas Prize. The novel was made into a feature 
film after being adapted by comedian Richard Ayoade, best known 
for his role as Maurice Moss in The IT Crowd. 

The story is written for the point of view of the narrator, 14-year-old 
Oliver Tate, as he comes to terms with his parent's failing marriage. 

His latest book "Wild Abandon", set on a Welsh commune, has also 
been receiving rave reviews and looks set to be adapted into film once 
again. 

Joe will be at the Bridport Arts Centre next week as part of the Brid¬ 
port Open Book Festival, joined by acclaimed writer Greta Stoddart 
who will be reading her poetry. 

Joe spoke to the VIEW2 this week to discuss his arrival on the literary 
scene and revealed the surprising part Bridport had to play in the writ¬ 
ing of his first novel. 

AFTER the success of Submarine, did you feel under pressure 
when writing Wild Abandon? 

Before the film happened, Submarine hadn't been a runaway success, 
there was an audience but not a huge one. Then after the film came 
out it changed things and I suddenly felt that people were watching. 
I was lucky in a way because by the time the film had come out I was 
already halfway through Wild Abandon so I'd built up a head of steam 
and I knew what I wanted to do with it. I think if I'd not had any ideas, 
then I think I might have felt a bit frightened. 

YOU wrote in Oliver Tate's voice for quite a while before you 
actually wrote Submarine, did you find it hard to let go of him as 
a character? 

Yes it was really strange. It's a very immersive experience writing in 
the first person narrator and I almost didn't think I could write any 
other way. 

I started trying to write Wild Abandon in the first person but that did¬ 
n't workout, maybe partly because I felt this residue of Oliver. It was 
helpful for me to try the third person but it did take a long time for me 
to become comfortable with the new voice. I think that's quite a good 
sign, it bodes well if you find a characters voice swallowing you whole 
but you find it difficult in that transition period when you've 
metaphorically killed off one character and you're trying to resurrect 
a new one. 

DO you think Oliver is a character you may re-visit in the future? 

It's a possibility, I'm kind of reluctant because my rule for writing is I 
follow whatever I'm interested in and whatever I'm passionate about 
and whatever excites me. If it so happens that Oliver's voice gives me 
an idea again then I'll go back to it, but I suspect I will always be look¬ 
ing for new options. 

ON the face of it Wild Abandon appears very different to Subma¬ 


rine but a lot of the key themes are similar aren't they? 

It just happened that way. The story in Wild Abandon kind of pre¬ 
sented itself to me, it's loosely based on a friend of mines childhood, 
growing up in a commune in West Wales and so the story was there. I 
probably would have chosen not to have a family falling apart story 
but that's not the way things work, you have to take what story you're 
presented with. I really liked the story, I liked the idea, I liked the set¬ 
ting, so I kind of just had to go for it. It's funny, looking at the two 
books, it looks like that's my thing, that's what I care about, but it was 
chance. 

YOU visited many communes as research for your latest novel, 
what did you make of the lifestyle? 

I found you couldn't really generalise from one commune to another. 
Some were very appealing, nice and interesting and some of them felt 
very stuffy, deluded and strange. There were not really any set rules. 
There are religious ones, spiritual ones, non-denominational ones, self- 
sufficient ones. There really isn't a very strong pattern and that was 
one of things I had to come to terms with and try and get across, was 
that these places were a lot more nuanced than the stereotype that's 
being presented to us. 

BOTH your books have been set in Wales, did you make a con¬ 
scious decision to stick to your Welsh roots? 

I suppose it was both a conscious and a practical decision. You, like 
me, probably have an internal map of your childhood town engrained 
forever in your head, and it's just so much quicker to set the story 
somewhere you can imagine every lane, every path, every hill without 
having to go and do extensive research. 

WERE you worried about how your story would look when 
adapted to film? 

I quickly gave up on even the possibility that it would look like what 
it did in my head. I don't think any film adaptation will ever look reli¬ 
giously like what it does in the author's head. Once I had accepted that 
it was actually quite liberating, it became something very good but 
distinctive from the book in lots of ways. Actually it was quite a joy to 
watch someone elses version of the story. 

YOU are coming to Bridport next Tuesday, is this your first visit to 
the town? 

Actually not, I think it's possibly my second or third visit. When I was 
at university we came here on a creative writing retreat with the cre¬ 
ative writing society, when I was beginning to write Submarine in fact. 
I remember very clearly that the second chapter in Submarine was 
written in a little cottage near Bridport.

DIGITAL FIRST FOR DORSET 
AT OPEN BOOK FESTIVAL 


A NEW digital edition of The Waste Land, by the UK's 
favourite poetTS Eliot, is to be shown in public for 
the first time in Bridport. 

The Waste Land app for iPad will kick-start a debate 
- sponsored by Bridport-based Watershed PR - 
about The Future of the Word. 

The event on Saturday, November 19th is a coup 
for the new Bridport Open Book Festival, set up by 
Bridport Arts Centre to tie in with the famous Brid¬ 
port Prize and celebrate reading and writing. 

Faber & Faber's Head of Digital, Henry Volans, who 
published the app with Touch Press, said:'Though it 
has been presented at industry conferences in New 
York, London and Frankfurt, The Waste Land for iPad 
has never been shown at a public event. 

'So this is an exciting opportunity. Publishers 
spend much of their lives discussing the digital fu¬ 
ture of books but they rarely ask readers what they 
want. 

'Here's a rare chance to bridge that gap, to bring a 
pioneering digital book to a book festival and pro¬ 
voke debate around new ways of presenting litera¬ 
ture.

The Waste Land app is much more than just an 
electronic book.

TS Eliot (1888-1965) is buried not far from Bridport 
at East Coker in Somerset. He was voted the nation's 
favourite poet in a BBC poll in 2009. The Waste Land, 
first published in 1922, is commonly regarded as the 
20th century's greatest poem.

Contextual data for reports on 
Commons debate on petrol prices 

RECENT RESEARCH from leading vehicle remarketing company, 
British Car Auctions (BCA), has illustrated the possible conse¬ 
quences of a continuing rise in fuel on UK motorists, as MPs today 
(15th November 2011) debate the issue in the House of Commons. 

The latest Used Car Market Report* from BCA included a survey 
of 4,000 motorists. This revealed that half of respondents felt that, 
at some point in time, the rising cost of fuel will force them to 
change to a more fuel-efficient car or alter their driving habits.

The most successful man 
in motorsport history 



THE'SEBS' are ganging up on Michael Schu¬ 
macher. Not so long ago the all-conquering 
German's remarkable tally of records - these in¬ 
cluded an unprecedented seven world cham¬ 
pionship titles, 91 race victories, 76 fastest laps, 
68 pole positions plus 13 victories in one sea¬ 
son - all seemed invincible... but not any 
more. 

In Formula One fellow countryman Sebastian 
Vettel is making big in-roads into Schumacher's 
seemingly impregnable records while, on Sun¬ 
day, rally superstar Sebastien Loeb clinched an 
eighth straight FIA World Rally Championship 
title to become the most successful driver in 
motorsport history. The Frenchman's eighth 
world championship not only eclipses Schu¬ 
macher but also the achievements of motorcy¬ 
cle legend Valentino Rossi who also has seven 
world championship crowns to his name in 
MotoGP/500cc. 

"For sure I'm proud to become the most suc¬ 
cessful driver in motorsport and feel very 
happy," said 37-year-old Loeb who has 
amassed an unparalleled 67 wins from 151 
starts in the WRC. "We were equal until this 
week with Michael Schumacher who had 
seven - now we have eight. I don't really want 
to compare different branches of the sport but 
it's very special. I never thought I'd achieve this 
when I started my career." 

Having originally competed as one of France's 
top young gymnasts, Loeb switched to rallying 
in the mid-nineties and first came to interna¬ 
tional prominence when winning the Super 
1600 Drivers' Cup, the predecessor to the Jun¬ 
ior World Rally Championship in 2001. The fol¬ 
lowing year he joined the Citroen factory team 
and together with co-driver Daniel Elena 
scored a first WRC victory in Germany. After fin¬ 
ishing championship runner-up by just a single 
point in 2003, Loeb took his first world crown 
in 2004 and now has mounted seven success¬ 
ful title defences. 

The Frenchman's phenomenal dominance 
has cemented his reputation as one of the 
greatest names in sporting history and he says 
he has no intentions of lifting his foot off the 
throttle just yet. 


"I started rallying for passion and I feel the 
same sensation when I'm in the car. I still enjoy 
rallies - that's my main motivation. It will not 
change my life if it's seven titles, eight titles or 
nine. I enjoy the moment and like what I do," he 
explained. 

Having renewed his contract with Citroen, 
Loeb will be gunning for a ninth consecutive 
title when the 2012 FIA World Rally Champi¬ 
onship kicks off with the famous Monte Carlo 
Rally in January. And understandably the 
champion's confident of setting even more 
records. 

"We have won eight titles in a row and I can 
only have the goal to win another title next 
year," he remarked."There is no precise plan for 
the day I stop driving - at the moment the next 
goal is the next title. If I can make it 10 titles I 
hope I can but I don't know. I take everything 
year after year. For now my goal is next year; 
after that I will see." 

While Loeb will start 2012 as the man to beat, 
he faces increasing rivalry in the years ahead as 
the FIA World Rally Championship becomes 
more and more competitive. This year's title 
race went right down to the wire as Ford's 
Mikko Hirvonen mounted a major challenge 
and with factory MINI and VW teams gearing 
up for full scale attacks in 2012 and 2013 the 
opposition is set to become stronger and 
stronger.

Bament's boot decides nailbiter 


NOSTALGIA won for me on Saturday last. Although with hind¬ 
sight, I would have had a more comfortable afternoon at 
Chard, I had to endure Honiton beating the Pirates Amateurs 
by no less than 58-10. 

DORCHESTER 23 DEVIZES 20 

THIS game was as close as the score suggests, with the result 
in doubt until the 80th minute. 

The visitors', after a rather hurried preparation, started the 
brighter and took the lead with a converted try after some hes¬ 
itation in the home defence. 

Dorchester edged themselves back into the game via the 
boot of Bament who kicked two penalty goals, before a second 
converted try took Devizes a score clear.

I have to say that I feel that Saturday will prove to be a game 
too far for the visitors, and they Weymouth will end the day as 
winners. It will be no cakewalk for them however. 

Bridport will certainly "give them a game" always assuming 
that they can keep 15 bodies on the field throughout. The fact 
that this one is a local derby certainly makes forecasting more 
difficult, but I will stick with Weymouth, but not by too much! 

DORCHESTER will certainly not find beating visitors, FROME, 
easy.

Digger gives rivals jumping lesson 


AN AMAZING display of jumping was 
how Bob Buckler described Double 
Dizzy's performance at Cheltenham on 
Friday. 

The 10-year-old, although beaten into 
third place after turning for home in the 
lead, produced an exhilarating round of 
jumping in the Glenfarclas Cross Coun¬ 
try Chase over all but four miles that 
had jockey Andrew Glassonbury declar¬ 
ing "I've never ridden a horse that has 
jumped so perfectly all the way round. 
He was brilliant." 

The cross country course run on the 
inside of the normal Cheltenham course 
combines a mixture of 32 different types 
of obstacles from timber poles to 
ditches and banks and a replica of the 
Canal Turn fence at Aintree, and is a 
good test of a horses ability to jump dif¬ 
ferent types offences. 

Glassonbury had Digger, as he is af¬ 
fectionately called at home, always up 
near the front, and after jumping the 
third last took a two length lead. 

Eventual winner Uncle Junior and 
odds-on favourite Garde Champetre, 
who has won five times in his 11 races 
over this course, joined him in a row as 
they jumped the last, and they finally 
got the better of Buckler's horse as they 
ran up the hill to the finish. 

A delighted Buckler said: "What an 
amazing display of jumping! He didn't 
put a foot wrong and made ground 
over his rivals at every fence. 

"So good was his jumping that I had 
people who I have never met coming up 
to me over the Friday and Saturday at 
the course congratulating me and say¬ 


ing what a superb display of jumping it 
was. 

A little disappointed that he was 
beaten on the run in, Buckler added:" He 
was beaten by two good horses, but I've 
noticed before at Cheltenham that 
sometimes coming up the hill at the fin¬ 
ish he gets distracted; I don't know if it is 
the noise of the crowd. 

"He may well go over the cross coun¬ 
try course at Cheltenham in December 
and next March, and end his season at 
Punchestown in April. 

"He is rated at 110 and was racing 
against Garde Champetre with a rating 
of 156, and only getting 61b in that race, 
so a handicap race will give him a better 
chance. 

"In the meantime he will go back to 
hunting as he doesn't like normal train¬ 
ing methods and gets fed up, and I 
might try him in a 3V4 mile race at 
Fontwell which has plenty of sharp 
turns." 

There was disappointment however 
on Sunday when Sulpius was pulled up 
in the Ocasan - Not All Heroes Wear 
Capes Novices' Handicap Hurdle at 
Fontwell in which Buckler was expect¬ 
ing him to go close. 

"I can't understand it; he ran an ap¬ 
palling race and there appears no real 
reason for it. I was expecting him to go 
close but he was beaten a long way 
from home. 

"Admittedly the ground was horrible 
and only four of the ten finished, and 
maybe he doesn't act on real heavy 
ground. 

"There's nothing obvious as to why 


and we will run some blood test to 
check him out." 

Malin Head had his first run for more 
than 18 months in the 
racinglottery.co.uk Novices' Hurdle (Di¬ 
vision 2) at Exeter and finished a disap¬ 
pointing ninth. 

"He needed a run, but I didn't realise 
he needed that much," said Buckler.

As it was he made a couple of blunders, 
one very bad one which almost pitched 
jockey Andrew Thornton off and 
knocked the stuffing out of the horse. 

"He is usually a brilliantjumper, but he 
does have a tendency to look around 
and sometimes misses a fence out, so 
we might well experiment with blinkers 
or cheek pieces to keep him concen¬ 
trated." 

There is good news about Baron Sut¬ 
ton who it was thought might have 
strained a tendon on his debut at Win¬ 
canton recently that suggested he may 
be out for the season. 

Buckler reported that in fact there is 
no damage to the tendon, but he does 
have some superficial fluid around the 
joint which should only sideline him for 
a couple of weeks.
